The  growing  importance  of  old  people  in  a  community's  arrangements  is 
well  illustrated  in  the  Council's  Housing  programme.  In  1966  the  Council 
built  its  first  group  of  Old  People's  Bungalows  with  a  Social  Centre  and  a 
Warden's  flat.  As  will  be  noticed  in  Mr.  Thompson's  Report,  there  are 
now  three  such  schemes  whose  three  Wardens  are  in  charge  of  87  bungalows. 

The  Council  also  financed  the  Meals  on  Wheels  Service.  It  started 
by  helping  a  voluntary  group  in  Danby  in  1963  and  now  finances  over  5,000 
meals  as  show  in  the  body  of  the  Report.

The  Whitby  Doctors 


Nurses'  names  given  in  the  Whitby  U.D.C.  Report 


The  duties  of  Health  Visitors  include  the  visiting  of  homes  for  the  purpose 
of  giving  advice  as  to  the  care  of  young  children.  It  is  their  duty  to  visit 
every  home  where  there  is  a  child  below  school  age,  so  that  the  mother  may  be 
encouraged  to  discuss  even  the  most  trivial  worry  with  the  Health  Visitor,  who 
may  then  reassure  her  or  get  her  to  seek  expert  advice. 

In  addition,  they  visit  and  advise  expectant  or  nursing  mothers,  persons 
suffering  from  illness,  including  tuberculosis,  and  aged  persons. 
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Vaccination  and  Immunisation 


Vaccination  and  immunisation  against  Poliomyelitis,  Diphtheria,  Smallpox, 
Whooping  Cough  and  Measles  were  done  by  family  doctors,  or  at  the  infant  velfare 
centres.  In  addition,  it  has  been  routine  practice  during  the  year  for  Dr. 
Binns  and  I  to  offer  boosters  to  schoolchildren,  as  follows  :- 

Poliomyelitis  -  on  school  entry.  Smallpox  -  on  school  entry. 

Diphtheria  -  on  school  entry.  Tetanus  -  on  school  entry. 

Rubella  -13  year  old  girls. 

Ambulance  Service 

Two  large  ambulances  and  two  small  ambulances  are  housed  in  premises  in 
Waterstead  Lane,  Whitby. 

Escort  duties  in  the  ambulance  service  have  been  undertaken  by  members  of 
the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  and  the  British  Red  Cross  Society. 

Domestic  Help  Service 

Helps  are  provided  when  necessary,  and  67  cases  in  the  Rural  District 
received  assistance  during  1970. 

Payment  for  the  service  of  a  domestic  help  depends  on  income  and  necessary 
expenses,  and  varies  from  a  possible  full  rate  of  38p  an  hour  to  a  free  service. 

Chiropody  Service 

One  whole-time  and  two  part-time  chiropodists  were  provided  by  the  North 
Riding  County  Council,  treatment  being  offered  to  the  following  classes  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  family  doctor  :- 

Men  over  65  years  old. 

Women  over  60  years  old. 

Physically  handicapped  persons. 

Persons  with  a  mental  illness. 

Expectant  mothers.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District 
and  on  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector's  Department  for  the  year  1970. 

All  22  parishes  have  a  mains  water  supply  which  is  owned  by  the  Scarborough 
Corporation.  87/^  of  the  houses  in  the  District  are  connected  to  these  mains,  the 
remaining  646  houses  being  largely  beyond  the  reach  of  water  mains  and  having  private 
supplies.  Scarborough  Corporation  continued  their  programme  of  mains  renewals  and 
extensions  and  I  am  grateful  to  Mr.  H.  South,  the  Scarborough  Corporation  Water 
Engineer  and  Manager,  for  supplying  much  of  the  information  relating  to  water 
supplies. 


A  joint  sewerage  scheme  with  the  Whitby  Urban  District  Council  was  started 
during  the  year  which,  when  completed,  will  provide  main  drainage  to  the  villages  of 
Ugglebarnby,  Sneaton  and  that  part  of  Ruswarp  which  is  in  the  Rural  District. 

When  this  scheme  is  completed  in  1971  all  33  major  villages  will  be  sewered,  leaving 
12  small  communities  of  less  than  20  houses  each  to  be  dealt  with.  103  houses  were 
connected  to  the  Council's  sewers  during  the  year.  Of  the  5,158  houses  in  the 
district,  3,869  or  75/°,  have  main  drainage.  1,080  houses  have  septic  tank  drainage. 
Most  are  isolated  houses  which  are  too  far  from  sewerage  schemes  to  be  connected. 

23  dry  closets  were  replaced  by  W.C.s  leaving  274  dry  closets  to  be  converted  to  W.C.s. 

A  third  refuse  collection  vehicle  was  renewed  during  the  year  and  the 
opportunity  was  taken  to  obtain  a  larger  capacity  lorry  to  cope  with  the  continually 
increasing  amount  of  refuse  to  be  collected. 

Substantial  progress  was  again  made  with  housing  improvements  under  the 
grant  schemes.  61  houses  were  improved,  making  a  total  of  917  houses  improved  since 
the  inception  of  the  grant  schemes  in  1949,  or  18$  of  all  the  houses  in  the  district 
(23 f°  of  the  pre-war  houses).  Grants  total  £187,624  so  far.  28  houses  were  built 
by  the  Council  and  60  by  private  enterprise.  A  grouped  dwellings  scheme  for  the 
elderly  was  completed  at  Staithes,  where  there  is  a  warden  in  charge  of  28  bungalows. 
The  Council  now  has  three  of  these  schemes,  with  3  wardens  in  charge  of  87  bungalows. 
There  is  still  a  substantial  waiting  list  for  this  type  of  accommodation. 

Meat  inspection  continued  to  take  up  much  of  our  time.  Although  the 
amount  of  slaughtering  continued  to  decline,  it  was  still  necessary  to  make  429 
slaughterhouse  visits  to  ensure  that  the  carcases  and  offals  of  all  6,300  animals 
slaughtered  were  inspected.

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SANITARY  CIRCUIiSTANCES  OP  THE  AREA 


General 


The  Public  water  supplies  in  the  Whitby  Rural  District  are  closely  linked 
with  those  in  the  Whitby  Urban  District  and  are  owned  by  the  Scarborough  Corporation. 


The  principal  supplies  in  the  District  are  the  Regional  Water  Scheme,  the 
River  Esk  extraction  scheme  at  Ruswarp  and  the  Randymere  Reservoir  (Goathland  supply), 
These  supplies  are  chlorinated  and  subject  to  filtration. 


Quantity  and  Quality  of  Supplies 


No  insurmountable  difficulties  have  been  experienced  during  the  year  con¬ 
cerning  the  quantity  of  water  available,  despite  the  dry  summer  months.  It  has 
been  found  that  although  the  Westerdale  source  is  now  restricted  to  serving  only  the 
northern  part  of  the  Rural  area,  the  quantity  available  from  this  source  is  not 
sufficient  for  this  reduced  area  due  to  ever-increasing  demands.  A  supply  has, 
therefore,  been  arranged  from  the  Randymere  source  to  supplement  the  Westerdale 
system,  by  pumping  at  Sleights.  This  has  been  made  possible  due  to  the  availability 
of  water  from  the  River  Esk  Treatment  Works. 


The  quality  of  water  has  been  affected  on  only  isolated  occasions,  but 
even  so,  further  steps  have  been  taken  to  improve  the  quality  of  water  supplied. 

The  action  taken  to  improve  quality  and  combat  any  possibility  of  contami¬ 
nation  has  included  supplying  new  chemical  instruments  and  replacing  old  ones,  down¬ 
grading  further  isolated  springs  to  stand-by  duty  only,  and  carrying  out  remedial 
work  on  a  few  older  reservoirs  to  prevent  any  possibility  of  leakage. 

Chemical  analysis  reports  in  the  1/hitby  Rural  District  show  that  the 
maximum  fluoride  content  for  the  area  is  0.1  p.p.m.

Privately-owned  Water  Schemes 

During  the  year  the  Esk  Valley  private  supply  was  taken  over  by  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  and  a  Water  Order  for  the  Westerdale  private  supply  takeover  is  awaited.  The 
Westerdale  supply  is  the  only  remaining  private  supply  in  the  Council's  area. 

Piped  Supplies  to  Dwellinghouses 

During  the  year  140  domestic  properties  were  connected  to  the  Corporation's 
water  mains.  This  figure  includes  101  connections  for  new  development,  7  farms,  and 
32  houses  which  previously  had  their  own  private  supplies. 

646  houses  are  supplied  from  private  sources  and  very  few  of  these  houses 
can  be  connected  to  the  Corporation's  mains  due  to  the  difficult  contours  and 
isolated  positions.  There  are  no  public  standpipes  in  the  area  for  supplying 
houses  with  water  for  domestic  purposes. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

The  Joint  Sewerage  Scheme  for  the  sewerage  of  parts  of  the  Whitby  Urban 
and  Rural  Districts  was  commenced  during  the  year  and  will  be  completed  in  1971. 
Estimated  at  a  cost  of  £89,000  the  scheme  provides  for  the  drainage  of  sewage  from 
the  present  works  at  Sleights  to  the  sea  outfall  at  Whitby,  and  the  connection  of 
new  sewers  which  will  serve  the  villages  of  Sneaton,  Ugglebamby  and  that  part  of 
Ruswarp  which  is  in  the  Rural  District. 

When  the  above  scheme  is  completed,  the  Council  will  then  have  provided 
sewerage  schemes  for  all  the  main  villages  in  the  area  and  they  will  be  able  to 
consider  the  provision  of  small  plants  to  serve  the  remaining  hamlets,  consisting  of 
no  more  than  20  houses  each. 

One  hundred  and  three  houses  were  connected  to  the  Council's  sewers  during 
the  year.  Of  the  5158  houses  in  the  District,  3869  are  connected  to  sewers.  In 
addition,  it  is  estimated  that  1080  houses  are  connected  to  private  septic  tanks.

Closet  Accommodation 

23  dry  closets  were  converted  to  water  closets  during  the  year.  Of  the 
5158  houses  in  the  District,  approximately  4884  have  water  closets  and  274  have 
chemical  or  dry  closets. 

The  majority  of  houses  without  water  closets  are  farm  houses  and  isolated 
properties  where  drainage  is  difficult  and  expensive,  but  with  the  aid  of  Improvement 
Grants  it  is  hoped  that  these  households  will  soon  be  provided  with  modern 
conveniences.

The  Council  have  three  men,  working  under  the  supervision  of  the  Engineer 
and  Surveyor,  employed  on  maintaining  eighteen  separate  sewage  works  where 
effluents  discharge  to  rivers  or  watercourses. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Refuse  Collection  Service 


The  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour,  using  eleven 
men  and  three  vehicles. 


During  the  year  the  Council  bought  one  Karrier  refuse  collection  vehicle 
with  a  capacity  of  24  cubic  yards  to  replace  an  old  vehicle  of  20  cubic  yards. 

The  lorry  will  be  manned  by  a  crew  of  two  only,  for  collecting  from  the  smaller 
villages  in  the  district.  All  three  refuse  vehicles  have  now  been  renewed  and 
with  their  increased  capacity  each  vehicle  can  operate  without  emptying  until  the 
end  of  the  day.  As  the  tip  is  a  long  way  from  some  collection  points,  this 
should  mean  savings  in  time  and  travel. 


The  Whitby  Rural  District  covers  an  area  of  178  square  miles,  with  52 
villages  and  hamlets.  All  the  main  villages  have  a  weekly  collection,  and  the 
smaller  villages  and  hamlets  have  a  fortnightly  collection. 

Bulky  items  of  refuse  are  collected  on  request  by  the  handyman  using  a 
Ford  12  cwt.  van. 

The  cost  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal  for  the  year  ended  51st 
March  1971  was  £21,138,  equivalent  to  a  rate  of  7.8d.  in  the  £.

The  Council  has  the  use  of  two  disused  quarries  at  Goathland  and  Iiickleby. 
The  tip  at  Goathland  has  been  difficult  to  control  because  of  its  elevated  and  wind¬ 
swept  position  and  the  Council  decided  to  retain  this  quarry  for  emergency  use  only 
and  to  concentrate  on  developing  and  improving  the  quarry  at  iiickleby  as  the  main 
tip. 
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During  the  year  the  proportion  of  refuse  disposed  of  at  each  place  was 
as  follows :-

The  number  of  loads  collected  and  disposed  of  was  110  less  than  in  1969 
due  to  the  fact  that  during  the  last  two  years  the  three  refuse  collection  vehicles 
have  been  replaced  with  larger  capacity  vehicles.  The  estimated  tonnage  collected 
was  3,934  tons,  about  69  tons  more  than  in  1969. 

The  Council  received  £232.10.  0.  in  respect  of  trade  waste  disposed  of  at 
Mickleby  Tip  from  outside  the  Councils  area. 

Septic  Tank  Emptying 

Two  hundred  and  thirty  seven  privately-owned,  and  five  Council  septic 
tanks  were  emptied  during  the  year,  amounting  to  323  x  750-gallon  loads. 

Householders  with  septic  tanks  in  unsewered  areas  of  the  District  can 
have  their  tanks  emptied  once  per  year  at  no  charge;  subsequent  emptying  in  the 
year  is  charged  for  at  £4.  Where  sewers  have  been  provided,  householders  with 
septic  tanks  are  charged  a  fee  of  £4,  subject  to  no  charge  where  the  tank  is  emptied 
for  the  last  time  prior  to  sewer  connection. 

The  income  from  septic  tank  emptying  in  the  year  was  £374.  5.  -• 

Salvage 

Salvage  income  amounted  to  £80  (wastepaper  £40  and  scrap  metal  £40). 
Street  Sweeping 

The  Council  employ  two  permanent  workmen  at  the  seaside  villages  of  Robin 
Hoods  Bay,  Hinderwell  and  Runswick  Bay,  where  regular  sweeping  must  be  carried  out 
during  the  summer  season  because  of  visitors,  day  trippers  and  motorists  frequenting 
these  popular  villages.  In  the  last  three  years  it  has  been  necessary  to  engage 
part-time  sweepers  in  these  areas  during  the  summer  because  of  the  increased  litter. 

The  Council  also  employ  a  handyman  who  spends  a  large  part  of  his  time  in 
summer  clearing  litter  from  car  parks  and  lay-bys. 

Public  Conveniences 

Public  Conveniences  at  Aislaby,  Castleton,  Danby,  Egton,  Egton  Bridge, 
Pylingthorpe ,  Glaisdale,  Grosmont,  Hinderwell,  Lealholm,  Robin  Hoods  Bay  (2), 
Runswick  Bay  (2),  Sleights,  Staithes  (2),  Sandsend  and  Westerdale  are  owned  and 
maintained  by  the  Council. 
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The  Council  also  maintains  and  cleanses  Public  Conveniences  at  East  Row 
and  Goathland  which  are  owned  by  the  Mulgrave  Estates  and  the  North  Riding  County 
Council,  respectively. 

Three  full-time  workmen  and  two  part-time  workmen  are  engaged  in  the 
summer  on  cleansing  Public  Conveniences,  grass  cutting  and  street  sweeping. 

HOUSING 


Housing  inspection  cards  completed  during  the  Rural  Survey  in  1949  are 
kept  up  to  date  as  far  as  possible  and  additional  information  added  each  year. 

Most  of  the  properties  which  have  not  been  inspected  (53)  are  agricultural  dwellings, 
which  were  exempted  from  the  survey,  but  they  are  being  inspected  as  the  opportunity 
arises.

Unfit  Houses 

There  were  119  Class  V  houses  in  the  District.  These  are  mostly 
individual  houses  in  the  coastal  villages  which  are  owner-occupied  and  used  as  summer 
or  weekend  dwellings.  Quite  a  few  are  being  reconditioned  each  year  with  the  aid 
of  Improvement  Grants.  Due  to  this  use  of  older  properties  there  are  no  slum 
clearance  problems  in  the  area  and  the  purchase  and  repair  of  these  houses  for 
secondary  use  is  helping  to  preserve  the  character  of  the  villages. 

Demolitions 

Three  Class  V  houses  -  Nos.  1,  2  and  3  Commercial  Cottages,  Hinderwell, 
were  demolished  by  the  owners. 

Repairs  and  Improvements 

Thirty-five  houses  were  improved  with  the  aid  of  Improvement  Grants  at  a 
cost  of  £17,007,  and  twenty-six  houses  with  the  aid  of  Standard  Improvement  Grants 
at  a  cost  of  £3,999.  7.11.  In  1969  the  number  of  Grants  given  was  31  and  28 
respectively. 

Of  the  61  houses  improved,  16  were  tenanted  and  45  were  owner-occupied. 
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Up  to  the  end  of  the  year  the  total  number  of  grants  approved  by  the 
Council  was  :- 

622  Discretionary  Grants  at  a  total  cost  of  £152,275.16.  8. 

295  Standard  Grants  at  a  total  cost  of  £  35,348.  6.  9. 

The  average  cost  of  Improvement  Grants  is  now  £485.18.  4.  and  Standard

Movable  Dwellings 

There  are  95  licensed  Caravan  Sites  in  the  area,  accommodating  a  maximum 
number  of  1044  caravans.  Seventeen  of  these  sites  have  ten  or  more  caravans 
stationed  on  the  site.  All  except  two  of  the  caravans  are  used  for  holiday  pur¬ 
poses  between  the  1st  March  and  31st  October.  The  main  sites  are  equipped  with 
Ablution  Blocks,  water  closets,  showers,  laundry  facilities,  wash-hand  basins,  sinks, 
etc.  Only  one  complaint  was  received  during  the  year,  and  this  was  of  a  minor 
nature . 

In  addition,  the  Caravan  Club  have  a  site  for  touring  caravans  at  Sneaton 
Low  Moor,  which  at  present  will  accommodate  50  caravans.  Eventually  it  is  hoped 
to  develop  the  site  to  take  another  50  caravans. 

There  is  a  growing  need  for  more  caravan  sites,  especially  for  touring 

caravans . 

New  Houses 


Twenty-eight  houses  were  built  by  the  Council. 

Sixty  houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise. 

Council  Houses 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  Council  houses  in  the  District  was 
745  and  included  in  this  figure  were  180  old  people's  bungalows.  On  the  Sleights 
Housing  Estate  there  are  two  Warden's  schemes  of  36  and  23  bungalows,  respectively, 
and  at  Staithes  there  are  28  bungalows  in  1  Warden's  Scheme. 

There  were  147  applications  for  Council  houses  on  the  Register  at  the  end 
of  the  year,  70  of  which  were  from  applicants  residing  outside  the  Council's  area. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OP  FOOD 


Ice  Cream 

Seventy-nine  premises  were  registered  for  the  storage  and  sale  of  ice 
cream.  All  the  premises  are  supplied  with  ice  cream  from  manufacturers  outside 
the  Council's  area. 
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Heat  and  Other  Foods 


There  are  two  privately-owned  slaughterhouses  in  the  District  and  no 
public  slaughterhouse.  The  larger  slaughterhouse  is  at  Egton,  where  slaughtering 
takes  place  five  days  per  week,  while  the  small  slaughterhouse  is  part  of  a  Bacon 
Factory  at  Ugthorpe,  where  slaughtering  takes  place  on  one  day  per  week. 

All  the  animals  killed  at  these  slaughterhouses  during  the  year  were 
inspected.  The  number  of  visits  to  the  slaughterhouses  in  1970  was  429  and  the 
number  of  animals  slaughtered,  6300,  a  decrease  of  1628  on  the  1969  figure.
